Dr, Horace McFarland Discusses 
City's Needs, 


Movement Begun to Adopt ‘City 
Plan’’ and Build for 
Future. 


J. Horace McFarland’s visit to At- 
lanta has resulted in crystallizing ef- 
forts toward a definite “city plan,” 
and the chamber of commerce will 
soQon prosecute a movement to follow 
the methods he outlined in gaining an 
actual survey of the clty to guide tm- 
provements for years to come. 

Dr. McFarland declares that we need 
wider streets, more parks, greater 
cleanliness, less smoke, architectural 
System in our groups of buildings, and 
a lot of other things to make a pret- 
tier and more prosperous place. But, 
most important of all, he declares 
that we need a general extension plan 
for our crowded residence’ sections, 
and declares that the very life and 
happiness of the great masses of our 
people will depend on better home lo- 
cations than exist in the city now. 

“Th: great mass of people live 
where they must live,” declared Dr. 
McFarland at his address Thursday 
afternoon before the chamber of com- 
merce, “If you force them to lHive 
where they will be stunted, your city 
will be stunted. If you plan systemat- 
ically the rapid growth of the city, 
the home-seeKers out into 
healthful, airy districts, you will be 
laying the foundations for a wonder- 
ful growth and prosperity in future 
vears.” 

City Survey Will Be Asked. 

Such was the enthusiasm that fol- 
lowed this first talk, that Wilmer L. 
Moore, president of the chamber of 


;commerce, arose and proposed that the 


city council be asked to make an ap- 
propriation for beginning the survey 
of the city within the near future. 
There were nearly a hundred of the 
leading citizens of Atlanta present at 
the conference, including capitalists, 
real estate developers and presidents 
of the various clubs and organizations 
of the city. Mr. Moore stated that a 
meeting of these representative citi- 
zens, together with the members of 
the chamber of commerce, would be 
called within the near future, and a 
petition presented to council asking 
that a definite “city plan” be outlined 
at once. 

Thus are the dreams of a few far- 
Sighted citizens, who have for over’ 
two years cried out against blind city 
growth, at last on the point of being 
realized. 

In his forceful and energetic style of 
talking, Mr. McFarland went over in 
detail the needs of Atlanta, as he had 
observed them in being driven all over 
the city during the morning and after- 
noon. . 


Streets Designed for Oxen. 


“Your streets, for example—and a 
number of those present looked around 
and smiled-—‘were designed fifty years 


,ago for mules and oxen, and they are 


not adequate, either tn width or con- 
struction, to carry the traffic of today. 
You will have to widen, as well as 
improve them, if you wish to keep 
pace with your growth. 

“You must beautify business 
too. In planning a new struc. 
ture the architecture of the surround- 
ing buildings must be taken into con- 
sideration. After years of this kind of 
work you may hope to present a pleas. 
ing panorama to visitors, and create 
an artistic impiession that means so 
much to a city. 

“From the standpoint of systematic 
growth Atlanta is far behind many of 
the cities of America. Detroit /copied 
after the plans of Washington, and has 
had wonderful . ita

BEFORE COURT 


Is 


U. S. Supreme Tribunal 
Passing on Hen Fruit of 
the Vintage of 1910. 


Washington, October 24.—Four hun- 
dred.and forty-three cans of frozen 
eggs of the vintage of 1910 occupied 
the attention today of the supreme 
court of the United States. ‘he mem- 
bers of that tribunal were engaged in 
determining whether the eggs were 
decomposed. 

Ralph S. Rounds, 
claimant of the eggs, argued that the 
eggs were not “decomposed” within 
the meaning of the pure food law, and 
told the~court that the case was the 
most important of all five pure food 
cases hich had come before it for 
consideration, because it would decide 
whether the pure food law was to be 
interpreted according to the view of 
the “young men in the department of 
agriculture or according to common 
sense.” 

He said that the common sense way 
interpreting the law was to give 
word “decomposed” the meaning 
of “unwholesomely decomposed,” and 
not make the decomposition depend 
upon the number of bacillus coli that 
could be counted in an egg. 

Members of the court manifested 
an interest in the rudimentary facts 
about eggs, in,addition to the ques- 
tions of law. 

Mr. Rounds informed the court that 
there were four grades of eggs, ‘“cur- 
rent use,” “seconds,” “chicks” and 
“spots.” 

“Do you mean to say that there are 
four grades of strictly fresh eggs?’ 
inquired Justice Holmes. His confi- 
dence in eggs was restored by a neg- 
ative answer. 

The attorney explained that the gov- 
ernment had first charged that the 
product was ‘filthy, decomposed or 
putrid.” but now only claimed that it 
was “decomposed.” 

“You say that is all that is charg- 
ed?” asked Justice Vandeventer with 
a decided emphasis on the “all.”

The jury roll 
was called. The clerk then asked the 
jurors if they had reached a verdict. 

“We have,” announced Foreman 
Skinner. The jury rose to its feet. “We 
find the defendant guilty as charged 
in the indictment,” Mr. Skinner said, 
slowly and evenly, looking squarely at 
Justice Goff. 

“Do you find the defendant guilty 
of murder in the first degree as 
charged in the indictment?” asked the 
clerk, 

“We do,” the foreman replied. 

The court then directed that the roll 
of the jurors be called for their indi- 
vidual verdicts. As he repeated the 
question, “Do you find the defendant 
guilty of murder in the first degree as 
charged?” each juror answered, “‘T do.” 

Becker Swallowed Hard. 

Becker stood at the bar with squared 
shoulders, head erect. Not a muscle 
moved in his face, but he swallowed 
hard. That was all. 

When the last juror had

answered the questions in a low, firm 
voice, A cburt officer brought the 
questions to him, written on a slip of 
paper, and as the prisoner read them to 
himself, he replied:
